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CHAPTER I. 

GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 


SITUATION, 


PHYSICAL ASPECTS. 


As has been previously remarked this State has been called after 
its capital and the latter has taken its name from the Sarnua Hill, on the 
Western slope of which it stands. 

it is situated in the West of Rajputana between 24°. 20" and 25° 
17" North Latitude and 72°, 16" and 73°. 10" East Longitude and is boun- 
ded on the North and West by Marwar, on the East by Mewar, Idar and 
Danta and on .the South by Palanpur. The extreme length from North 
to South is 64 miles and the extreme breadth from East to West 50 miles. 

The country maj’’ be divided into four strips running from North to 
South in the East the Aravallis then the valley along which the B.B & C.I. 
Railway runs, then the massif of Mount Abu, the highest peak of which 
( Gurushikhar ) rises 5,650 feet above the sea and to the West covering 
the bulk of the State a level plain gradually "sloping to the Rann of Cutch 

with a few rocky outliers.

The State has no perennial rivers. The most important is the 
Western Banas which flows during the greater part of the year. Its two 
branches close round Mt. Abu and its northerly continuation, where they 
take their rise. There are several other streams in the countiy but they 
dry immediately after the rains have ceased, 

. HISTORY. 

"Sirohi" as Colonel Malleson rightly remarks, "is the one domain 
in Rajputana which maintained its independence, j^nowledging the 
suzerainty of neither Mogul, Rathor, nor Mai’atha". Claiming common 
descent from the heroes of the Mahabharat, the princely house of Sirohi 
is an offshoot of the same bi'anch of Rajputs, Chauhan, to which the last 
Hindu Emperor of India belonged. Historic pride clings to masses as 
much as to individuals, conducing to honourable pride when rightly felt, 
and to none can it therefore cling more firmly than to ‘ the magnificently 
stubborn Deora’, the particular sect of the Chauhans who have ruled over 
Sirohi during the past six centuries. 

. Lumbha was the founder of the Chauhan Deora rule on Abu, now 
known as the Sirohi Raj. In the time of Deo Raj's immediate successors, 
the Chauhans were engaged in constant struggles with the Parmars, or 
Ponwars, (who held the greater part of the country now called Sirohi), 
and eventually vanquished them, capturing first Chandravati, in or about 
1303, and subsequently Abu and Achalgadh The present town of Sirohi 
was founded in 1425 by Rao Sains Mai, who extended his dojninions 
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by cli-iviiig the Solaukis from the tract known as Mai Magra in the North. 
The first relations between Sirohi and the British Government took place 
in 1823 when a treaty was concluded with the British Government 

The Present Rxaler. 

His Highness Maharajadhiraj Maharao Shri Sir Sarup Earn 
Singhji Saheb Bahadur, G. C. I. E., K. C. S. I., was born on the 27th 
September 1888' A. D, A Pinst Class Billing Prince, he is entitled to a 
salute of 15 guns and a return visit from the Viceroy. Prior to His 
Highness' accession to the Gadi on tlie 29th April 1920, he had conducted 
the administration of the State as Musahib Ala for ten years. 

His Highness has been married 

( 1 ) to the youngest daugliter of His Highness the present 
Maharao of .Cntch-Bhu^ 

( 2 ) to the sister of His Highness tlie Maharaja of Eutlam, 
who has since died, 

( .3 ) to a daughter of the Thakur Saheb of Kuivar in Gujarat

( 4 ) to the daughter of the Thakur Saheb of Junia in the 
Ajmer District. 

Ruling families of note connected with Sirohi are .those of Bundi 
and Kotah. Marriages have taken ‘j’^lace in recent times with the Kach- 
hawaha family of Jaipur, the Eathor ’familie.S'Of Jodhpur and Kishangarli, 
the Jadon families of Karauli and Jai.salmer,’^ the Sisodia families of 
Dungarpur and Banswara and the Jadeja families of Cutcli and Navanagar.

The area of the State is 1964r^ are mjles and the population accord- 
ing to the census, of 1931 A. D. m 2,10,528 persons consi.sting of 1,11,075 
males and 1,04853 females, of whom 1,93,779 are Hindus, 15,508 Jains, 
o'biiS Musalmans, 5.34 Christians, 115 Par.sis and *54 of other religions. 
The average revenue of the State is 10 lakhs. 

The B. B. & C. I. Railway runs tlirough the Eastern ])art of the 
State from Maval to Keshavganj for a. length of about lO miles with the 
Ibllowing stations within State's limits. 

( 1 ) Maval, ( 2 ) Abu Road, the alighting point for Mount Abu, 
{ 3 ) Kivarli, ( 4 ) Sarnpganj, ( 5 ) Banas, ( 0 ) Sajjan Road and ( 7 ) 
Keshavganj. 

The capital of Sirohi is 15 miles from Sajjan Road. Half the way 
from Sajjan Road to Sirohi is on the plains and tlie other lialf passes 
through hills, through cuttings. A Motor Service runs between the capi- 
tal and the Railway Station. 

Tlie Number of motor services has appreciably increased during 
the year under review and all the imiiortaut centres of the State with 
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their neighbouring villages are now easily approachable owing to buses 
regularly plying between them and the capital. 

There are combined Post and Telegraph offices at Sirobi, Erinpura 
and Abu Road and Post offices at Kalandri, Jawal, Sildar, Mandar, Reodar, 
Anadra, Robera and Pindwara. 

There are Dak Bungalows at Oria, Anadra, Reodar, Sirobi, Sanwara 
and Paldi. 

( 1 ) Acbalgadb, ( 2 ) Adbardevi, ( 3 ) Vasbistba Ashram ( 4 ) the 
Dilwara Temples on Mount Abu, (5) the ruins of Cbaudravati ( near Abu- 
Road ), ( 6 ) the shrine of Sarnesbwarji at a distance of two miles from 
capital, ( 7 ) the old fort of Vasantgadb about five miles from Pindwara 
arc the principal places of antiquity, 

■ Abu Road, Pindwara, Robera and Sbeoganj are the chief centres 
of trade Sirobi despite its being far from the Railwaj^ station is also 
improving in this respect. 

His Highness the Jam Sabeb of Navanagar with Baijilal Sbri 
Kanchan Kunvarji Sabeba paid a six day visit to Sirobi on 20-2-38 

The auspicious occasion of the Birthday of His Majesty the King 
Emperor was celebrated as usual on the 9tb June 1938. The day was 
observed as a public bobday and a Royal salute of 31 guns was fired.

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CHAPTER II

1. ACCOUNTS OEEICE. 

Vahitra Piinameliancl continued to hold charge of the department, 
as Accounts Officer, throughout the year. 

The year opened with a balance of Rs. 139973/- ( Rs, 20,162 in the 
Treasury and Rs. 119,811/- with the Bank of India, Bombay and Ahmeda- 
bad ) and the total demand of the year was Rs. 13,61,924/- including 
Rs. 3,51,399 as arrears of the past year. During the year under report 
the receipts amounted to Rs. 10,60,824/- which when added to the opening 
balance amounted to Rs. 12,00,797 as against Rs, 11,20,343/- last year. 

The total expenditure of the State amounted to Rs 11,17,081/- 
whieh includes a sum of Rs 1,65,194/- paid towards past debts leaving 
a balance of Rs. 83,716/- ( Rs. 35,043/- in the Treasury and Rs 48,437/- 
with the Bank of India, Bombay and Ahmedabad and Rs. 236/- with the 
Imperial Bank of India, Ajmer ). 

The liability of the State at the end of the last year was 6,09,576/- 
Rs. 154,625/- was paid during the year which left a debt of Rs. 4.54,951/- 
outstanding at the close of the year under review.

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CHAPTER III. 

EEVENUE DEPARTMENTS. 


1. Land Revenue Department . 

Nyaya Ratna Lallubhai Desai continued to be the Revenue Commis- 
sioner throughout the year under report. 

Of the 1,056,940 acres of the State the cultivable area including 
36,000 acres of grass reserves is 670,000 acres of which 50,000 are under 
wells. Much of the rest of the area yields kharif crops. There are in 
addition 530,000 acres of hillside and forest. 

The Total number of villages is 515 of Avhieh 423 are populated 
and the rest deserted. Of these 224 arc Khalsa, 233 Jagir, 25 Deosthan, 
8 Dharmada and 25 Sasan muafi. 

As compared Avith the figures of last year there Avas during the 
year under i-eport an increase by^ 6 in the number of Khalsa Aillages and 
decrease by 5 in that of Jagir villages This is due to the fact that 
the village Chhotila Kheda Avas neAvly added to the list and the villages ' 
of Nandia Thikana Viz. Nandia, Laj, Mirpur and half of Nitoda eschea- 
ted to the State OAving to the minor Maharaj Saheb of Nandia having died 
isSueless The othe»lialf of village Nitoda and Bhutgaon Avere made 
khalsa by Avay of partition with the IMaharaj Saheb of Ajari and the 
Jagirdar of Bhutgaon respeetiA’’ely. 

The Aullages of this State are grouped in 15 Tehsils each of which 
is under th^ charge of a Tehsildar, avIio disscharges reA'enue as Avell as 
Judicial functions av)-’! as such he is directly subordinate to the Revenue 
Commissionef in his id-lpier capacity and to the District Magistrate of 
the DiAdsion Avith respect to the latter. 

The monsoon haAdng been generally short, varsgli crop was only 
8 to 12 annas in a rupee, Barti , Kura and Til crops aAwaged 2 annas in 
a rupee for the same reason but the maize crop AA’^as excellent. The 
outturn of unali crop was good OAving to sufficient rains in the latter 
part of the season. The soAving of the rabi crop AA’^as beloAV normal OAving 
to anticipated shortage of water. 

Grass, fodder and Avater Avere sufficient during the year. 

The general condition of cattle remained satisfactory throughout 
the year. The prices of foodstuffs remained normal and the demand for 
labour having been fair the rates of Avages Avere also normal. 

The total number of Avells during the year under report Avas 5648 
of Avhich 4076 Avere Avorking 

Sanctions for sinking 14 ncAv Avells and deepening or repairing 59 
already existing Avere accorded In addition to these 13 Avells irrigating 
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an area of 450 biglias were sanctioned to be sunk and built on cbhutmel 
system. 


Since the settlement operations efforts are being made to bring 
borne to the cultivators the advantages of the modern bighoti system 
which are slowly bearing fruit.

It is 30 years ago that the Madras System was introduced in this 
State Mr. Ram Prasad Jaiswal, Excise Superintendent was in charge 
of the Department for the first four months of the year. He was then 
succeeded by Mr. Abdul Hai Khan. 

There is a Central Distillery at Abu Road with three depots at 
Sirohi, Pindwara, and Reodar. The work of the Excise Department is 
divided into 4 circles, the depots being in charge of Darogas and the 
Central Distillery under the Excise Superintendent assisted by a Daroga. 

The number of foreign and country liquor shops in the State 
during the year under report was 12 and 81 respectively while those for 
the sale of methyllated spirit were 8 making a total of 101 against 81 in 
the preceding year. 


This was introduced into the ' tate in January 1935. The number 
of -hops for the sale of pseudo-foreign liquors in the State during the year 
under report was 12 as against 9 in the preceding year and the license fees 
recovered on this account amounted to Rs. 108 against Rs. 75/- last year.

2. Chief Court.

On the Criminal side it has the powei’S of 
a Court of Sessions. All appeals against convictions by the District 
Magistrates lie to this Court.

3 District Magistrates' Courts. 

There is a District Magistrate and Civil Judge's Court for each of 
the two divisions-Eastern and Western-of the State, with headquarters at 
Abu Eoad and Sirohi.

2. Medical Department. 

Vaidya Ratnti Dr. R D Sbirali, L. M & S. continued to be in 
charge of the Medical Department of the State as Chief Medical Officer 
throughout the year. 

As reported* last year, the Medical Institutions are one Hospital 
at the capital and four dispensaries in the districts, at Abu Road, Sheoganj, 
Mandar and Kalandari which have proved very popular. 

The Zenana Hospital is being well attended by the citizens of the 
capital and the public of the districts. 9040 outdo«^* and 159 indoor 
patients were treated and 308 surgical operations performed during the 
year under report. 

During the year under report 76,773 outdoor and 534 indoor patients 
were treated as against 75,936 and 389 respectively in the preceding year 
in the various dispensaries and the State Hospitals, which gives 54T47 as 
the daily average of the in and out-door patients. 3,284 surgical operations 
were performed during the year.

For the efficient supervision of games, which continued to be 
compulsory for all boys, as well as of gymnastics, there were seven games 
teachers.

Not less remarkable was the success in the class room. Of the 
15 boys sent up for the High School Examination, 11 passed, giving a pass 
percentage of 73'3 against 66‘8 of the last year.

7 out of 13 were representatives of the varions 
communities and the rest were ex-officio members. There were four Sub- 
Committees Viz (1) Moqa (Site Inspection) Committee, (2) Light Commit- 
tee, (3) Eneroaehments-Committee and (4) Rules Committee. 

During the year under report 10 meetings of the Board were held 
and 3 eases disposed of leaving none pending at the close of the year. 

At the commencement of the year under report there were 137 
electric lamps and 32 kerosine lamps. At the close of the, year electric 
lamps increased to 150 whilst the kerosine ones were totally abolished.. 

The number of births registered during the year under review was 
167 as against 190 in the previous year, while the number of deaths recor- 
ded during the year was 115 as against 10 J in the preceding year. 

Both the Silver Jubilee wells worked well during the year under 
report. ‘ 

During the year the actual receipts were only Rs. 100 while the 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 12,251. Nearly the whole of the expenditure 
was thus met from the revenues of the State.* 

The Municipal Secretary is the Chief Executive authority of the 
Municipal Board, the Health Officer being ineharge of sanitation in the 
town.

The Board consisted of 14 members, including the District Magis- 
trate as President and 4 other ex-officio member,? while the remaining 9 
were non-oficial representative members. 

During the year under report the Board held 14 meetings and 98 
cases were instituted of which 94 were disposed of leaving a balance of 4 
eases at the close of ,the year. 

During the year under report the number of road lights was 57 
the same as last year. 

Besides other ordinary works and repairing the old roads two 
small by-roads measuring a length of about 500 ft, were constructed. 
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A beginning was made during the year with the Sewerage Scheme 
for the Abu Eoad town. In order to remove the nuisance of the sullage 
stagnation in and around the town 4 sewers Viz in Parsi Chawl, Bohra 
Chawl, Hajiani Chawl and on the back of Jamatsinghji's bungalow in 
addition to the main Bazar SeAver were laid during the year with the 
result that the sullage is now discharged far aAvay from the town. The 
cost of the work has amounted to Es. 4,849. 

The number of births registered during the year under review was 
153 as against 174 in the previous year, while the number of deaths record- 
ed during the year was 123 as against 107 in the preceding year. 

During the year under report the actual receipts Avere Es. 7,414 
Avhile the expenditure amounted to Es 6,223 

5. Central Eecords Office . 

Mr. D. C. Gemavat, b a. (Hons), ll. b.. Superintendent, Chief 
Minister's Office continued to hold charge of the Depaitment throughout 
the year under report 

Besides receiving for record the files and registers from various 
departments and classifying them as many as 187 references were traced 
out from the record and the connected files sent to the offices that had 
requisitioned for the same during the year under report against 673 of the 
preceding year.
